FIERCE FLAMES, ” 


An Extensive Conflagration Raging at Key 
West, Fila, 

Kyr West, Fua., March 30, 5 a. m.—Fire 
started in the San Carlos theater at 1 o’clock 
this morning and is still burning and is beyond 
the control of the firemen. A fresh wind 
blowing from the South has canged the fire to 
spread and already five blocks in the center of 
the city have been destroyed.

A DISASTER AT SEA. 


' 
Terrible Experience of a Shipwrecaed Crew 
. —Burned on the Deep. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPaTcnH. 

New Tonk, March 30.—The ship J. L. Smith, 
of Dorchester, N. B., arrived yesterday under 
the command of Capt. Finlay, forty-nine days 
from Antwerp, with a cargo of iron. On 
February 24 she experienced a heavy gale in 
which the ship’s rudder head was carried 
away and the yards damaged. Seven days af- 
terward, on March 8, she passed a British 
bark with all the yards gone except the two 
maintop sail yards. She asked for no assist- 
ance. On March 16 there was a strong 
gale blowing and a heavy sea run- 
ning. The Smith was under short 

*canvas when a dismasted vessel was sighted 
to leeward. The ship at once bore down to 
the dismasted vessel. She proved to be the 
Norwegian bark, Nordcap, bound from this 
city to Buenos Ayres. With difficulty the 
crew of eleven and Capt. Salveson were res- 
cued and taken on board the Smith.

Last Thurs- 
day Neal! was taken Ul and was unable to leave 
the house, He refused to send for a doctor, 
but he grew worse and caled in Dr. Smith 
of Broad street. Neall said nothing of his 
having been bitten and the doctor was ata 
loss to diagnose the case. He saw 
that ‘the man was rapidly growing 
worse. He had spasms which became more 
and more violent. He was puszled and Neall 
could or would not throw any light upon bis 
Uiness. On Sunday he called in Dr. D. L. 
Braden who at once became convinced that 
he was suffering from hydrophobia or some- 
thing akin to it. He called Mrs. Neall to one 
side and questioned her closeiy. He learned 
for the first time of the dog bite. Neall him- 
self would say nothing of the affair. In fact, 
he appeared to be suffering from a horrible 
fear of the disease attacking him. On Sunday 
morning Neall grew worse and violent con- 
vulsions began to set in.

In penal 
institutions the cost is from 13 to 15 cents per 
day. Factory operatives in Lowell, Mass., are 
furnished with twenty-one meals per week, at 
from $1.60 to $2.50. 


Clothing manufacturers have experienced a 
check in demand for goods, but the prospects 
for an active summer demand, they say, was 
never better. The boot and shoe manufac- 
turers report quite a sharp improvement in 
general demand. The carpet manufacturers 
are running full time, and the hosiery. manu- 
facturers were never more busily employed 
than now, and are doing more work in t 
fashionable finishing so much in vogue.

There is more doubt of the success 
success of the eight-hour movement now than 
there was a month ago. Able leaders are 
quietly advising a compromise upon a nine- 
hour day. Three months ago it was thought 
that, with the assistance of the Knights of 
Labor and some of the other strong organiza- 
tions, the movement would be ost unlver- 
sal. This is not expected now. The eight 
hours leaders willbe satisfied with whatever 
progress they can make, and they will make a 
great deal.

A DEVILISH SCHEME. 


Frank H. Morse, a Manufacturer, on Trial 
for Burning His Property. 
By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH.
